A surprise was sprung in loeal raliroad
olrtles yesterday afternoon when It became
known that John M. Lane, freight
tlokat agent of the Chicago, Milwaukee &
st Paul rallway dn this ¢ity, had been ar-
rextodd on a charge of emyhezzlement.

Information eharging Mr. Lane with embez.
glement was fild In the court of Justion
Ferrier yesterday morning by F. M. Robert-

fpon, traveling auditor of the rallway comn-
pany. Mr. Lane at onve gave bonds
in the sum of §$500 for his appearance he-
fore Justice Ferrier tomorrow morning.

The arrest of Agent Lane followed the
checking of his acrounts by Aunditor Rob-
artson from Chicago, who has been at work
on the books here since Wednesdas last,
but no intimation had been given that any-
thing was wrong or that there was any
shortage in Mr, Lane's accounts,

Inspector Geddes of the Surely company
arrived from Chicago yeaterday morning
and at once, after a brief consultation with
Auditor Robertson, went to Justice Fer-
rler's court, wherse he filled an informa-
tion. The arrest of Mr. Lane was ecarried
oul with the greatest secrecy, and it was
until late in the afternoon that 1t be-
came known that such had transpired.

Mr. Geddes when asked fer particulars
declined to talk bevond admitting that the
checking up of Mr. Lane’s accounts had
doveloped what appeared to be a shortage
of & conglderable amount, but he was hope-
ful that thiogs would stralghten themselves
ot In a few days. Auditor Robertson also
declined to discuss the matter, but when
pragsed admitted that he had been engaged
slnes Wodnesday last in checking up Mr,
Lane's necounts at the depot and clty ticket
office, nnd ahat there appeared to he a
shortage of a Iarge amount. What the
exact amount was he said he was not at
thlg time permitted to make publie.

Lane Gives Hall,

The same secrecy was maintalned at Jus-
tice Ferrier's office and no Information wns
tortheoming there. Juetice Ferrler stoted
that an information hud been filed and that
Mr. Lane had givea bail for his appearnnce
Monday morning, but declined to say hy
whom the Information had been filed, He
admlitted that the amount with which Mr,
Lane was charged with being short in his
pecounts exceeded 32,000, An examination
af the court docket showed that no entry
had been made of the [nformation, issu-
ance of the warrant or the arrest,

Mr. Lane spent the day in compuany - ith
the auditor and Inspector Geddee, and about
4 o'clock In the afternoon accompanied them
to Omaha. He appeared to he very nervous
and declined to tulk about the trouble he-
yond saying, "I am in trouble and have noth-
ing to eay about ir.”

Agent Lane Has held his present position
in this city for about fourteen vears, coming
hersa frem Dakota, and le one of the most
popular railroad men In this section of the
country. Iis friends, and almost every one
Im Council Bluffs can be counted as such,
are loath to belleve that he has been gullty
of any migdoing, and feel confident that the
trouble will be straightened out to the satis-
faction of all concerned. If a shortage does
exist his friends feel confident that he is
not respongible for it and that he never used
any of the company's money that he was not
ontitled to. Mr. Lane Is a married man and
lives with his wife at the corner of Eight-
eenth street and First avenue. Both he and
Mrs. Lane are social favoriies, and his do-
mestie life was of the happlest. As far as
I& known he had no expensive tastes and
wis generally regarded as 4 man of exem-
plary domestie habits,

Amounnt of the Shortage.

It was ascertaincd last evening that
amount whieh Mr. Lane s charged with
being short is $2.884. The Imformation
chiurges him with larceny by embezzlement
and was filed by R. M. Robertgon, traveling
auditer for the rallway company, and not
by H. L. Geddes, the inspector of the bond-
ing company, as first reported. . R, Tan-
nnn, cashier of the Flrst National bank,
signed Mr, Lane's bond,

Travellng Auditor R. M. Robertson went
to Chicago last evening, but it is understond
he will return here Monday morning.
